Indonesian Troops Remove

DENPASAR, Bali (UPI) — 
Indonesian jungle troops today 
began the grim task of taking 
the bodies of 107 Pan American 
Airways crash victims down a 
steep, 4,000-foot mount a in on, 
the resort island of Bali. 
C o m m a n d o s and para­ 
troopers, hacking at the dense 
undergrowth with 
machetes, 
began gathering the remains in 
the jungle on volcanic Mahese 
Mountain for the rough trip 
down the slopes. 
The Pan Am Boeing 707 
crashed 
into the 
mountain 
Monday night 100 yards from 
the summit and burst into 
flames killing all aboard. The 
troops reached the crash site 
Tuesday after a seven-hour, 35- 
mile trip through the jungle. 
Paula Causey, a U.S. Infor­ 
mation Services (USIS) officer 
based in Jakarta, went with the 
search party to the scene. Her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. John 
Causey of West Point, Va., 
were among 26 Americans on 
the plane. 
“It’s 
a total loss,” the 
Indonesian troop leader radioed 
to a hastily erected search, 
command post near the moun­ 
tain. 
Randall Johnson, Pan Am 
manager for Indonesia, said, 
the army report “clearly says 
everybody is dead. I don’t have 
any hope. Now it’s a matter of 
getting the bodies out ’*

NOBLESVILLE, Ind. (UPI)— 
Legal, papers were served Tues­ 
day on a number of Hamilton 
County officials, naming them 
as defendants in a $2 million 
suit filed in federal court by a 
former inmate of the county Jail 
here. 
'Tie suit was filed by Harry 
Dale Worsley, an inmate of the 
Hamilton County Jail from Aug. 
2 to Oct. 24, 1973. Worsley, ori­ 
ginally from Forest City,, Ark., 
is currently in the Indiana State 
Prison at Michigan City, serv­ 
ing a 1-5 year sentence f o r 
fraud.. 
The suit names as defendants 
Sheriff Larry Cook, the county 
commissioner*., “unknown count 
officials,” and the Noblesville 
mayor’s office. Cook was named 
as a defendant 'both as sheriff 
and as an individual. 
The “unknown county official 
apparently refers to any person 
associated with the jail, in a t 
■official capacity. 
The suit, apparently prepared 
by Worsley himself, also listed 
the “'county board of 'works”1 
as a defendant, but there is no 
such unit. 
Worsley asks $1 million in act­ 
ual damages and $1 million in 
punitive damages. 
He charged in the suit that 
he was treated .in a cruel and 
unusual manner while in the 
jail. 
Among other things,Worsley 
said he was not given proper 
clean bedding, there were pro­ 
per hygene facilities, no oppor­ 
tunity for exercise and. that he 
had to stay in a designated spot 
in a four-man cell which at 
times was 'occupied by f r o m 
seven to 15 persons. 
He said he was not given an 
opportunity to use laundry facili 
ties, could not send uncensored 
mail to an attorney, and had 
no access to a telephone. 
Worsley also charged, 'that he 


developed fungus on his feet be­ 
cause of an unclean shower. He 
said he developed, arthritis from, 
sleeping on a pad three inches 
thick, which measured six feet 
by three .feet and which was on 
the floor. 
Sheriff Cook said he has 
sought improvements for t h e 
nearly 10-year-oW jail. Cook’s 
attorney, Douglas Church, said 
both the sheriff and the county 
commissioners have attempted 
to remedy bad conditions in the 
jail. 
Church also noted the commis­ 
sioners were in toe process, of 
seeking a site for a new jail, 
as authorized earlier this year 
by the county council. 
Worsley was convicted here of 
fraud charges. He was accused 
of offering and selling unregis­ 
tered securities and with not 
being a registered broker, deal­ 
er or agent.

Plan To Pay For Presidential 
Campaign Success: IRS Chief 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
plan to pay for the 1976 
presidential campaign for both 
Democrats 
and Republicans 
with federal funds through a $1 
checkoff on income tax returns 
now appears assured a succes, 
the chief of the Internal Reve­ 
nue Service (IRS) said Tuesday. 
“We project that more than 
$25 million will have been 
designated this year for the 
1976 presidential election cam­ 
paign when all the 81 million 
returns have been processed,” 
IRS Commissioner Donald C. 
Alexander told the American 
Newspaper Publishers Associa­ 
tion (.ANPA) convention. 
“When this amount is added 
to the 
almost $4 
million 
designated 
last year, 
the 
campaign fund should have a 
balance of over $29 million by 
the end of the year,” Alexander 
said. 
Alexander said he expected 
funds designated by taxpayers 
in the next two years will put 
the campaign fund into 'Opera­ 
tion in 1976. The fund will 
become 
operable 
when 
it 
reaches an amount equal to 15 
cents for each American of 
voting age — a figure expected 
to be less than $50 million. 
He told the editors and 
publishers that the checkoff 
was much more successful this 
year than last, due in large 
part to news reports and 
editorials. 
The commissioner also re­ 
ported taxpayers have not been 
taking questionable deductions 


or refusing to comply with 
income tax laws as a result of 
the disclosure of President 
Nixon’s tax situation.

hospitals, nursing 
homes, 
factories 
and 
school 
lunch programs. 
Dietetians 
are 
among 
the 
many 
Home 
Economists 
in 
Indiana 
who 
are 
celebrating 
Home Economics Week in In­ 
diana 
this 
week. 
All 
Home 
Economists have basic training 
in foods and nurtrition, however 
dietition receive special training 
along with an intership in a 
hospital to prepare them to 
w o rk 
on 
special 
dietary 
problems. 
There are dietitians at work 
in this 
community too. 
Mrs. 
Louanna Newkirk of R. R. I, 
Falmouth tells of her activites 
as dietary consultant for a local 
nursing home. She says, “ My 
duties include writing menus for 
the patients and employes each 
week, as well as any special 
diets for particular patients. 
Some of the special problems 
she 
encounters, 
as 
in 
any 
nursing home, includes planning 
for 
certain 
flexibility 
for 
patients requiring mechanically 
soft foods or those able to take 
only foods which have been 
liquified. 
For those patients on special 
diets, she may have to meet 
special considerations such as 
no salt, regulated caloric intake 
or bland foods. Mrs. Newkirk 
states, “I feel one of the main 
considerations in planning daily 
menus is the patient. Many 
times food can be the only 
variety in their daily lives and 
therefore, holidays are usually 
very welcomed. 
In. planning weekly menus one 
must consider may things, just 
as all housewives do in their 
planning 
and 
food 
buying, 
usually 
cost 
is 
of 
primary 
concern 
and one 
must also 
consider p r e p a r a t i o n 
requirements. Other Important 
points 
to be 
considered 
is 
variety in color, texture and 
flavor as w el as acceptability 
of the menu item. 
As 
each 
day’s 
menu 
is 
planned it is examined to be 
sure that the required nutrients 
for the patient are included. 
Particular note is taken that a 
good source of Vitamin C is 
available 
and 
variety 
in 
vegetables 
for 
the 
other 
vitamins and nutients. 
Mrs. 
Newkirk points 
says, 
“ We find one problem with the 
nursing home residents is in­ 
cluding sufficient protein for 
their needs,” especially in an 
acceptable form.

For instance, some research­ 
ers project that the foods we 
prefer as adults are the ones 
we ate as children. 
We’ve also acquired a predis­ 
position for very high levels of 
flavoring.. As one expert puts it, 
“Americans have been weaned 
on imitation flavors and are not 
even aware of it.” 
The name of a food often 
decides 
whether 
it 
will 
be 
accepted. For instance, we’ll 
accept sole, trout, salmon, bass 
and several other well known 
fish species. 
But a spokesman 
for 
'the 
National. 
Fisheries 
Institute says “American fish 
dealers 
no 
longer can 
sell 
Brazilian black-finned snapper 
as 
red, 
snapper although 
it 
tastes the same and is from the 
same family...” 


Attitudes Change 
Our attitudes toward foods, 
have 
had 
many changes, 
however. They’re more liberal 
and there is less regionalism. 
Still, “whether we will be (one 
day) 
eating honeysuckle-meal 
hotdogs 
with 
sage 
flavored 
imitation milk, or whether vve 
will still be wolfing steaks 20 
years from now is at present a 
question that cannot yet be 
a n s w e r e d,” says Michael 
Creedman.

and flavors, why we cat the 
way we do, and a myriad of 
other factors in feeding our 
faces in the current is*ue of 
“Human Behavior,” a

magazine of the social sciences. 
One conclusion: Most lower

“Genetic Background” 


“So 
depending 
on 
genetic 
background,

with food, everyone perceives 
flavor in a world of his own.** 
As

result, 
chemists don’t 
know how to fabricate new 
taste sensations that will be 
universally accepted. 
“ If anyone knew how to do 
that, he’d be a millionaire,” 
says 
Henry 
Rollens, 
genera! 
manager of F. Ritter and Co., a 
flavors firm in Los Angeles. 
“Flavor is still a black art.” 
Sometimes habit is the reason 
we eat what we do. As Howard. 
Schultz, a conidimer psycholo­ 
gist at UC-Davis, puts it, most 
consumers 
don’t 
like 
fresh 
potato chips. “They’ve come to 
expect the slightly rancid flavor 
in the oil that develops after a 
few days storage.” 
People also do learn to like 
food from cultures other than 
their 
own. 
Look 
at 
the 
Americanization of pizza. Or 
Coca-Cola, 
which 
Europeans 
spat out when they first tasted 
it but now is accepted around 
the world.
